With  new 
microscopes  Biology  I  students  studied 
tomato  slices. 

Advanced  Biology  classes  explored 
the  world  of  anatomy.  From  the 
epiglottis  to  blood  typing  was  a  segment 
of  the  wide  range  they  captured. 

The  physical  science  classes  made 
soap  to  see  how  chemical  substances 
combine  and  they  experimented  with 
gravity  and  centrifugal  force. 

An  analytical  balance,  which  weighed 
matter  to  the  nearest  .0001  gram,  and  a 
ph  meter,  which  measured  acid  content, 
were  some  of  the  new  equipment  used 
in  chemistry  and  physics  classes. 

Students'  interest  grew  as  they  were 
challenged  by  a  Science  Fair  project.

Instead  of  old  wooden  desks  adorned 
with  ancient  carvings,  the  math  students 
beheld  new  desks  embossed  with  graphs, 
number  lines,  logarithm  tables,  and  im¬ 
portant  equations.  Young  minds  learned 
to  calculate  speed,  the  third  side  of  a  tri¬ 
angle,  and  the  factors  of  a  polynomial. 

While  geometry  students  constructed 
triangles,  the  advanced  math  students 
used  the  third  dimension  in  graphing 
equations.  Some  classes  dealt  with  the 
basics  of  math  while  other  classes  were 
more  challenging  and  comprehensive. 

Mr.  John  Becker  felt  that  the  ad¬ 
vancement  of  the  research  of  the 
ocean's  floor,  the  earth's  interior,  and 
outer  space  was  closely  related  to  pro¬ 
gress  in  math.  Students  experienced  this 
when  Captains  Borman  and  Lovell  and 
Major  Anders  orbited  the  moon  on 
Christmas  Eve.

The  fresh¬ 
man  girls  gained  confidence  as  they  be¬ 
came  familiar  with  appliances,  nutrition, 
and  simple  cooking  and  sewing  techni¬ 
ques.

"It's  a  whole  new  program,"  said  Mr. 
Neal  Fraser  of  the  Vocational  Agriculture 
Department  and  sponsor  of  the  Future  Far¬ 
mers  of  America,  an  intra-curricular  activity. 
In  the  classroom  and  in  the  shop,  the  stu¬ 
dents  learned  crop  and  livestock  production, 
farm  management  and  mechanics. 

Precision  is  the  key  word.  Detail  and  ac¬ 
curacy  were  achieved  in  the  process  of  mak¬ 
ing  drafting  plates  by  students  in  Drafting  I, 
II,  and  III. 

The  shops  were  filled  with  the  humming 
and  grinding  of  equipment:  new  lathes,  drill 
presses,  and  a  metal  heat  treating  and  forging 
unit.  The  woodshop's  new  planer  sanded  and 
smoothed  in  five  minutes  the  work  it  would 
take  a  week  or  more  to  do  by  hand.  The 
woodshop  formed  a  corporation,  elected 
foremen,  and  made  cutting  boards  by  using, 
the  assembly  line  method  of  production. 

The  electricity  and  electronics  class  tested 
components  of  radios  and  other  electrical 
equipment  on  the  power  supply  units,  which 
measured  current,  resistance,  and  voltage. 
Mr.  David  Snyder  stressed  that  the  work 
done  in  class  was  almost  the  same  as  work 
done  in  some  industries.
